Lass In this Order 
(a) "Crown Corporation" has the same meaning as 


in Part VIII of the Financial Administration

(b) "Minister" means the Minister of Supply and 


Services, and 


(c) "Public Service" has the same meaning as in 


the Public Service Staff Relations -Act. 


2. The Minister shall provide the following administrative 

and other services required for the disbursement of pay to 
persons employed in the Public Service, on the staff of the 
House of Commons, of the Senate and of the Library of Parliament, 
-other than persons employed by the National Capital Commission, 
the Northern Canada Power Commission and the Royal Canadian

(a) the verification of pertinent data in personnel 
documentation submitted to paying offices to 
initiate, change or terminate pay entitlements 


and deductions; 


(b) the compilation and calculation of pay entitle- 


ments; 
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(c) the control of pay cheque forms, the 
producticn of pay cheques and their custody 


until predetermined release dates; 


(d) the production of associated payroll cost 


and expenditure distribution statements; and 


(e) such other administrative services as, in the 
opinion of the Minister, are incidental to the 


services referred to in paragraphs (a) to (d). 


on The Minister may, at the request of any Crown Corporation, 
provide to that corporation such administrative and other 
services within the ambit of the duties, powers and functions 


Or ythne Minister under the Government Organization Act 1969, 


as in the opinion of the Minister are required for the disburse- 


ment of pay to persons employed by that corporation. 
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
